R^ is selected from Ci-6alkyl-0-C(=0)-, Ci.6alkyl, C3.6cycloalkyl, and 
C3.6cycloalkyl-Ci^alkyl, wherein said Ci-6alkyl-0-C(=0)-, Ci-6alkyl, C3.6cycloalkyl, 
and C3.6cycloalkyl-Ci^alkyl are optionally substituted with one or more groups 
selected from Ci-ealkyl, halogenated Ci.6alkyl, -NO2, -CF3, Ci-6alkoxy and halogen. 
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
